One ot its advantages is th at of su p ­ 
plying its own oxygen, whereas an 
ordinary gas-jet draws from the air 
three times as much oxygen as the 
lungs of an adu lt person. 
The p re ­ 
viously prepared gas may be supplied 
through ordinary gas-pipes, or the 
liquid petrol may be led to special 
burners 
which form 
the mixture, 
light in either case being produced 
by heating ordinary mantles to in ­ 
candescence.

The Only Hope of Success. 


Zamboanga, More Province, P. 1., 
J u ly 1, 1907—if the American G overn­ 
m ent should pull out of the P h ilip ­ 
pine Islands, even after having started 
the natives on the high road to self­ 
governm ent, as they did the Cubans, 
leaving no greater obstacles to nation- 
building than the inexperience, ig n or­ 
ance and sloth of the people them ­ 
selves, it is the honest couviction ot 
99 A mericans o ut of every 100 who 
are here to-day that the experiment 
would be o failure iu much less time 
than it proved to be in Cuba. 
The danger can be m itigated, but 
not cured, by the retention of the 
Moro country, both as regards the 
danger to the F ilip ino s which arises 
from their proxim ity to the Moros, 
and as a point of observation and 
quick action 
in case of necessity. 
With American governm ent trausfered 
to Zamboanga, and 
th e conviction 
forced upon the Filipin o s that armed 
revolution would speedily result in 
A merican 
intervention 
here as in 
Cuba, would exercise a wholesome 
restraint, and check a natural te n d ­ 
ency of the leaders to com m it overt 
acts. 
Even if it is the intention of the 
American people to retain possession 
of the entire group for any consider­ 
able period of time, conditions are so 
different in M indanao than in the 
other Islands, th a t one governm ent is 
wholly 
incom petent 
to adm inister 
both sections. 
Recognizing this fact 
from the stait, th e people of the Moro 
country prepared a petition asking 
for separate territo rial government, 
and presented it to the congressional 
party which visited the Moro country 
with secretary ot War Taft, iu August, 
1995. 


Resolution of the Zamboanga C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce. 


At a meeting of the Zamboanga 
C ta m h e r of Commerce, held August 
7, 1995, the following resolution was 
uuauim ously 
approved 
aud copies 
ordered to he furnished the press and 
the members 
of the 
distinguished 
party upou 
th eir arrival 
in Z am ­ 
boanga : 
‘‘Resolved, T hat it is the sense of 
this body th a t all that portion of the 
Philippine islands lyiug south of the 
S traits of Surigao, should be created 
by act of congress a territory of the 
United States. 
‘‘In presenting our views touching 
the necessity for separate territorial 
governm ent for 
the Moro country, 
we do not wish to be understood as 
having discovered anything new. The 
Philippine comm ission, some years 
ago, first discovered 
this necessity. 
The sole purpose of our agitatiou is 
to have the idea 
of the P hilippine 
commission carried to its logical con­ 
clusion. 
‘‘Briefly stated, our reasons follow: 
‘‘1. 
The Island of M indanao and 
the S ulu archipelago embraces a te r ri­ 
tory larger than the combined area of 
Delaware, Connecticut,M assachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Vermont, New H am p­ 
shire, New Jersey, and Porto Rico. 
‘‘2. 
The native population ot the 
Moro 
country 
is very small, and 
consequently interposes no obstacle 
to American colonization. 
“ 3. Uur colonial experim ent in the 
F ar East depends for its success upon 
the in tro du ctio n of Western civiliza­ 
tion and progress. 
This can come 
only with A m eiican settlem ent and 
enterprise. 
‘‘4. American settlem ent and en ter­ 
prise Jwill come only as a result ot 
liberal inducem ents held out by the 
governm ent. 
L iberal 
inducem ents 
can not, 
in 
justice to the dense 
population of the northern Islands, 
ever be made to A mericans to settle 
there. 


‘‘5. 
Liberal 
inducem ents can be 
made to Americans to come to the 
Moro country w ithout in any sense 
working an injustice to the native 
population. 
Un 
the 
contrary, an 
influx of A mericaus to this Island 
wuuld lie a boon to its people.” 
i t is needless to say th at no opposi­ 
tion developed against this plan in 
the Moro province. 
In fact, the p ro ­ 
position niet with universal appro­ 
bation among Americans throughout 
the islands, as shown by the editorial 
expression of the island press. 
Ot this proposition, the American 
said : 
‘‘We have examined every feature 
of the resolution adopted by the Z am ­ 
boanga C ham ber of Commerce and we 
do uot hesitate to give it our u n ­ 
qualified 
support. 
It a territorial 
form of governm ent iu M indanao will 
givo Americaus there a free 
hand iu 
the developm ent ot its unlim ited re ­ 
sources, we cannot see in what regard 
such a concession by congress will 
effect disastrously the prosperity of 
the rest of the archipelago. 
I t will 
establish iu these Islands a monum ent 
to American enterprise in 
the Far 
East aud set an example to the rest of 
the archipelago ot what can be ac­ 
complished when American enterprise 
is given free rein. 
‘‘ Territorial governm ent in M ind­ 
anao would not mean another Cuba, 
another 
Hawaii 
or 
auotber Porto 
Rico, nor would 
it develop iuto a 
boutfe governm ent so characteristic 
of South America. 
B ut it would be 
auotuer Texas, au empire state with 
unlim ited resources aud possibilities 
th at cannot be measured. 
All the 
conditions th at pertained to Texas 
when the now flourishing state was 
first invaded by the pioneer pertain 


to M indanao today, the latter having 
the advantage iu seaboard and in its 
adaptability for cu ltu re of Manila 
hemp, an exclusive prod uct of the 
Philippines. 
‘‘Such an arrangem ent with refer­ 
ence to M indanao would relieve secre­ 
tary Tatt and the adm inistration from 
any possible fear th at the policy of 
the ‘‘P hilippines for the F ilip in o s” 
would ever be endangered. 
The d e­ 
velopment of M indanao would use up 
all the American energy th at could 
be introduced into the archipelago 
for alm ost a century, and by that 
tim e the American governm ent would 
have a fair idea just how much of the 
country the F ilipinos are capable of 
taking care of, and there will be no 
excuse if they fail to make good.” 
The Manila lim e s is qupted as fol­ 
lows: 
“ We 
know only 
a few of 
the 
American settlers in Mindanao, but 
they evidently bave a bunch of b a s ti­ 
era down there. 
They are of the kind 
that pry the sun np of a morning and 
when the lark gets ready to lilt bis 
lay have p ut iu a good half d ay ’s 
work. 
“ I t 
their 
scheme 
of territorial 
government meets with approval, and 
on its face we see no reason 
why it 
should be denied, it is likely to mean 
that M indanao will become the Mecca 
of 
the 
energetic and enterprising 
Americans who oome to those shores/ 
All the o pp ortu nities of L uzon or 
Leyte or Albay will be there with 
few of their drawbacks, and there will 
be very few blanks in the lottery of 
oriental exploitation, 
or, 
to use a 
more soothing term, developm ent.” 
Town Topics favors the plan. 
It 
say s: 
“ We 
are altogether in sym pathy 
with the resolution adopted 
by the 
Zamboanga 
Chamber of Commerce 
touching the creation ot th at portion 
of the P hilippine islands lying south 
of the Surigao S traits into a separ­ 
ate territorial form 
of government. 
The 
ground for the presentation of 
the memorial are sufficiently cogent 
to call for im m ediate action by con­ 
gress. 
Wo are thoroughly in acoord 
with the reasons advanced and we 
sincerely hope that the prayer of the 
memorial will be g ra n te d .” 
The Manila Cablenews says: 
“ The petition of the people of M in­ 
danao for territorial governm ent for 
.the islands south of the straits of 
S m iago has som ething of the,flavor of 
the old days when the Americans were 
busy with the wilderness of the west. 
The average citizen of 
the United 
States is full of fighting courage—pro- 
vidng he can see the stais'an d stripes 
floating above him, and feel th at the 
land wrested from the desert is to be 
his own. 
As a m atter of fact, this 
southern 
country has always been 
separate from the Islands north of 
the Straits. 
Spain never m aintained 
any sort of sovereignty 
there, but 
confined her operations to the ocoupa 
tion of a few coast towns, tor which 
privilege she paid annual tribute to 
the dattos. 
The petition says that 
“ the native population of the Moro 
country is very small, 
and conse­ 
qu ently imposes no obstacle to Amer­ 
ican co lo n izatio n .” The sm allness of 
the population may pass w ithout d is­ 
pute, 
but the records will hardly 
hear 
out the proposition that the 
Moro opposes no obstacles to colo ni­ 
zation 
In totals, though the pati- 
tioncrs have the right of it, and the 
Moro would in Iime either make au 
energetic citizen or disappear from 
the march of progress, as have other 
savage tribes before 
the industiial 
arts of peace 
“ There are at present 
no satatistics at bandT o indicate how 
many American settlers have taken 
root already on that fertile island. 
But one thing is certain : there is a 
moro or less steady influx of A m er­ 
icaus tbero going on at present. 
The 
discharge of the qu aiterm aster em ­ 
ployees bas added to th at im m igra­ 
tion. 
Men who have no funds ot 
their own are staked by others. 
So 
that into the very heart of the island, 
ranches are being opened up, planta­ 
tions being laid out. 
Even American 
women have made their way to these 
interior 
settlem ents 
aud American 
homes are being built, aud vegetables 
such as are grown in American g ar­ 
dens are flouisbing on soil that never 
before was 
touched 
with the hoe. 
“ These facts point to but one result 
for M indanao. 
They indicate uum is. 
takably th at great island which has 
been left praotioally a waste by Malay 
and Spaniard for centuiies is to be 
colonized 
iu these latter days 
by 
Americans. 
It means also that while 
the war departm ent is building forts 
and the navy is providing dooks and 
land fortifications for the better de­ 
fense 
and the surer protection of 
these islands in p aiticu lar and A m er­ 
ican rights iu the east in 
general, 
whilo the United States chooses to re­ 
main here these silent and u no b tru s­ 
ive settlers on the island to the South 
are building up a surer and more su b ­ 
stantial defense to American interests 
iu the O rient in the torm of an A m er­ 
ican colony, with American in s titu ­ 
tions first baud, with American in ­ 
dustries, with Amoricau farms where­ 
on the bone and sinews of war are 
produced iu abundance. 
“ This is no new thing tor A m er­ 
icans 
when confronted with u noc­ 
cupied lands. 
No unclaimed foot of 
the e a rth ’s surface will long remain 
unproductive and unprofitable if it is 
found by an American farmer. 
“ A few more years of colonization 
iu M indanao and there will 
be p re­ 
sented to Congress a petition which 
cannot be overlooked” 
My next letter will deal with the 
government we have instituted among 
these people, and its influence upon 
them. 


TOM JO N ES DROPS OUT 


OF SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


S acram ento News, Aug. 11.—Thomas 
R. Jones 
Has resigned as Divieion 
S uperintendent 
of 
tho 
Southern 
Paoific lines at this point. 
T his in ­ 
form ation was known here for several 
days, but the form al announcem ent 
trom the general offices of the com ­ 
pany v/ill not be made u n til today. 
N ot since the sum mary dismissal of 
J. B. Wright, Mr Jo n e s’ predecessor, 
has a piece of railroad news created 
a profounder surprise. 
Jo n es grew 
iuto the railroad busiuess in S acra­ 
mento. 
As assistant to Col. Wright, 
he was for a long tim e during the in ­ 
cumbency of the latter the active in ­ 
fluence in th e operation of the d iv is­ 
ion. 
T hroughout the whole Southern 
Pacific system on the Pacific Coast 
Jones was rated one of the best in the 
busiuess. 
He learned to know the 
lines under his diiectio n as if they 
were a book. 
He could, under pies- 
sure of necessity or occasion, do any 
work th at anybody nnder him could 
do. 
At his office or on the road he 
was equally at fcome. 
Jones also d e ­ 
veloped knowledge of the handling of 
men th at was often of exceeding value 
to his 
employers. 
He commanded 
discipline, but he knew all abo ut the 
vicissitudes of railroadipg and was 
reasonable while insistent. 
H e was 
part of the operating toroe of the 
division rather than th e d irector of 
it. 
This valuable qu ality manifested 
itself in the efficiency ot his working 
force, which is not outranked by any 
other in the S outhern Pacific service. 
Things were proceeding in a very u n ­ 
satisfactory way in Arizona when T. 
LI. Jones was called to take charge of 
the division. 
He prom ptly restored 
the division to a high condition of 
effioieuoy and when he left the te r ri­ 
tory to accept the superinlendency of 
the Sacram ento division 
everybody 
felt that the prom otion 
had 
been 
earned. 
As every 
shipper 
knows 
to his 
sorrow, 
there 
is 
and 
fias 
been 
a severe congestion of railw ay traffic 
on all California railways. 
So bad 
bas this condition become th a t the 
m ercantile oom m unity 
has 
united 
tim e and again iu a mighty roar of 
protest, t n t the protesting failed to 
move the cars. 
S u p erin te n d u t Jones 
brought into action every resource at 
bis 
command, 
but the freight came 
on 
taster than the eq uip m en t could 
move 
it aud a congestion 
on all 
lines 
was the result. 
Som etim es be 
succeeded in clearing the lines on 
im portant routes, hut a blockade soon 
followed. 
The renewed outcry of the 
shippers was carried to the Eastern 
offices of the corporation and General 
Manager 
K ru ttso b n itt came to the 
Coast. 
It was probably as a result of 
bis observations then th at som ething 
over a month ago H. L. Scott, assist­ 
ant to K rntcsobnitt in the Chicago 
office, was dispatched h ith er to clear 
np the sitn atiou if be could. 
Scott 
consulted with Jones, and the latter 
detailed his assistant, Brown, to go 
over the lines with the Eastern man. 
Scott seems to have bad his own ideas 
about how the 
blookade 
conld be 
raised. 
He practically took charge of 
the division and proceeded to p u t bis 
decisions in force. 
B ut when the m o n th 's record came 
to be made out it was discovered that 
the congestion was worse than ever. 
The E astern plan had failed. 
It is 
said th at there were several hundred 
more cars scattered along the roads 
East and West and the outlook seem­ 
ed hopeless. 
Whetehr this showing impressed the 
E asterner with a sense of the p ro p ri­ 
ety of saving his face with bis supe- 
liors or whether herbad other reasons, 
the tact is th at he sent in a report fci 
the genetai office chat he was unable 
to 
show 
a 
better jesult 
because 
S u perintendent Jones had refused to 
reDder him efficient support. 
I t is 
said that he pointed to the tact th at 
Assistant Biown was 
sent o at with 
him, whereas Jones him self 
should 
have gone, 
i t may be th at S c o tt’s 
first impulse was to throw the blame 
of his failure on the shoulders of a 
num ber ot m inor employes in the 
operating departm ent, 
i t is said that 
he requested Jo n e s to dismiss a n u m ­ 
ber of the men here and at Sparks 
and elsewhere, and th at Jo nes d e ­ 
clined because in the list were some 
ot the most efficient train and yard 
men in the co rp o iatio n ’s employ. 
D. B urkhaiter will succead T. It. 
Jones. 
B urkhaiter is well known in 
Sacramento, where he form erly served 
the 
company 
as assistant to Col. 
Wright. 
* 
A News representative sought yes­ 
terday to secure a statem ent from T. 
R. Jones. 
Mr Jo nes said th a t he 
would liko to be obliging, b u t be did 
not teel th at there was any occasion 
for public discussion in any m atter 
relating to himself. 
“ The company 
is endeavoring to adjust its m anage­ 
ment wiib the view ot g etting the 
various officials in places wbete they 
will be able to render the most effici­ 
ency to the service. 
1 expect to be 
transferred to some other departm ent 
or place iu pursuance of this trial 
experiment. 
F u rth er than th is 1 can 
not discuss the business of the com ­ 
pany. 
My relations with the com ­ 
pany 
managers 
is as cordial as 1 
could desiio .”

On last Wednesday night Jam es V. 
Coleman of the Angels quartz mine, 
called the president and secretary of 
the local m iners’ union to bis home 
aud told them if the underground 
meD on strike for eight hours wanted 
to return to work he would grant 
them a nine hour day, all top men 
and m ill meu to go back to work on 
the 
same conditions and pay as íd 
force at 
the 
tim e the stiike 
was 
called; the top men to work ten 
hours and ' the m ill men twelve. 
At 
present the offer bas not been accept­ 
ed, as it muet come before the local 
union for ratification aud then go to 
the Western Federation for its san c­ 
tion. 
T'be union here will take no 
action until, tn eir next regular m eet­ 
ing on Tuesday night, when the offer 
will receive attention. 
While there 
is no doubt but tb at the union will 
accept the offer of nine hours for the 
underground men, there is consider­ 
able dissatisfaction expressed by the 
top and mill men, who feel tbat they 
should bave been given recognition in 
the m atter of shorter boars. 
This settlem ent does not in any 
way effect a change in the trouble 
between the union and the Utica and 
L ightner companies, as 
they firmly 
adhere to their stand not to grant the 
demand for shorter hoars. 
A t the 
office of the Utica company it was 
stated th at unless the 
m atter was 
settled w ithin the next m onth, the 
mine would rem ain d o se d u n til next 
spring, as it would be impossible to 
handle the w inter’s water in addition 
to tbat already in the shaft. 
At a meeting of the L ightner direct­ 
ors. held in Stockton last 'Tuesday, 
Superintendent Alex 
Chalmers was 
instructed to erect a fence aronud 
the property and keep 
the 
works 
closed u n til the men returned on the 
same conditions as were in force at 
the time the strike was called. 
At 
the preseDt tim e there is no prospect 
of a settlem ent in either the U tica or 
L ightner mines.—Angels Reoord.

board at 7 o ’clock in the evening.

Whereat McGee protested, claim iug 
that it was not the law. 
The d istrict 
attorney 
said the board had adopted 
suoh a rule.

that the board 
had 
prejudged 
the cases, 
and left 
the 
m eeting. 
“ I b e board 
took all cases under 
advisem ent u n til the evening session, 
and 
then 
denied 
all app lications 
except 
the Central Eureka, 
which 
was 
reduced 
829,000, 
m aking the 
assessm ent on 
that property $109,000 
instead of 8120.00U. ” 
The trne facts are as follow s: 
A t 
4 o ’clock p. 
m ., or thereabouts, on 
the 15th duy 
ot J u ly , 
Mr 
McGee 
inform ed the beard that he had two 
other ap p lica tio n s to Ule, 
and the 
board inform ed him thBt it would be 
iu session at 7 o ’clock p. m., and he 
co u ld at that tim e file any a p p lica­ 
tion s that 
he m ight have; 
that the 
board adjourned at 5:30 p. 
m. 
to 
m eet at 7 p. m. to consider all ap ­ 
p lication s presented and to 
hear the 
a pp lication s that Mr MoGee was to 
present at that time. 
im m ed ia tely after adjournm ent at 
5:30 
p. m. 
Mr McGee entered the 
room of the board, 
and in tbe pre­ 
sence of the board and d istrict attor­ 
ney, 
made 
this 
proposition : 
That 
(M oUee) would not Ole the two other 
applications, 
which he claim ed 
he 
had, if the board would agree to re­ 
duce the assessments on the Central 
Eureka M ining Company, 
and the 
W ildman 
and 
Mahoney 
property. 
The 
board 
resented the proposition 
and 
said to Mr McGee that it would 
not enter into any collu sion with him 
whatever; and 
he thereupon became 
angry and abusive, and retused to file 
other applications, 
if any he had, 
because it would not su bm it to his 
proposition, 
which 
was 
in 
every 
partiu ilar an attem pt to intim id ate 
and com prom ise the members of the 
board. 
The 
article retered to is totally 
false, m alicious and w ithout fou n d a­ 
tion, and was Witten by an unjust aud 
unfair man.

Dwyer, 
whose golden 
wedding occurred in 
1905.

donors. 
The individual presents in 
eluded a snug little sum in gold coin. 
Among 
these, 
we understand, was 
a purse of 850, represeniug a gold 
dollar 
for every annual milestone 
passed in th at long voyage in reach­ 
ing the year of jubilee in m a tri­ 
monial life. The guests were regaled 
with ice-cream, cake and other r e ­ 
freshments galore.

too padded room. 
There was a window in this room, 
and some tim e du ring the night he 
made his escape. 
A bout 9 o ’clock 
Baturday m orning he appeared at the 
office of the G lobe hotel and asked 
for a room. 
H is appearance in d ica t­ 
ed that he was a very sick man. 
He 
was taken to a room upstairs, and put 
to bad. 
Beveral times during the day 
the room was visited to see if he 
wanted anything. 
The clerk gave 
him a drink of water on 
one visit. 
About 4 o ’clock in the alternoon bis 
loom was entered by Mr Boberts, the 
clerk, and it was found th at be had 
crossed the dividing line between life 
and death. 
No inquisition was held 
over the rem ains. 
He was buried on 
Monday 
m the Jackson oemetery. 
He was about 70 years of age, and it 
is said he was a native of England, 
and a deserter from the B ritish army. 
A report was cu rren t th at ho served 
in the Union arm y du rin g the civil 
war, but this is not verified. 
From what we can learn the deceas­ 
ed after getting his pay last week 
from the supervisors, started off on 
a jag. 
F or several days he continued 
his spree, and the result was an a t­ 
tack of deliriu m tremens. 
H e was 
not an inm ate of the hospital at this 
time. 
As soon as he got bis money, 
be attem pted to shift for himself. 
Uuriug Friday night, 
still suffering 
from bis spree, he made his way to ­ 
ward the hospital. 
He called at the 
Devau residence near by, and alarm ­ 
ed the inm ates by his actions. 
He 
said he lived there, that be had been 
working there, and it was bis home, 
and insisted upon rem aining. 
They 
sent for the sheriff, and th a t official 
took him in charge, and placed him 
in the insane ward at the hospital. 
By an oversight one window was lett 
unfastened, and be made his escape 
through it and again got to town, and 
died as above stated. 


No 
inquest 
was held. 
C oroner 
Hotter did n ot know anything about 
the m atter u n til two days after the 
man bad been buried, and then ho 
was 
inform ed 
in 
an 
incidental 
manner. 
He was n atu rally in d ig nan t 
at being ignored in a m atter over 
which he had absolute co n tro l; and 
started to make inquiries to find out 
whore the blame belongs. 
He could, 
even at this late date, order the body 
exhumed, and an investigation held. 
1c is n ot probable that, anything of 
th at 
kind 
will 
be 
done. 
Btiil 
the 
officer whose 
sworn 
duty 
it 
is to inquiry into such cases, feels 
chagrined at being thus ignored. 
He 
is the supreme authority to d ete r­ 
mine whether or not an 
inquest is 
necessary, 
and 
no 
other 
person, 
whether 
in 
official position or not, 
has any say in the matter. 
D eputy 
marshal 
H uberty 
took 
charge of the body and the interm ent. 
The rem ains were not removed to the 
hospital, and the superintendent d e ­ 
clarea th at it was not a case for him 
to take in hand, as the victim was 
not a patient in the in stitu tio n at the 
tim e of his death. 


The concensus of opinion is that 
the coroner should have been p ro m p t­ 
ly notified, and an inquest held in a 
case ot that kind. 
The facts indicate 
that he died from alcohol; somebody 
plied him w ith it u n til n ature gave 
way under the strain. 
The coroner 
is supreme in his p articu lar line. 
He 
and he alone has to say whether an 
inquest should be held. 
He is re ­ 
sponsible to the pnblic, and should 
always be notified in a case of sudden 
death, so th at he may exercise his 
discretion. 


Board of Pharmacy 


Inspector Makes a Visit. 


C. K. Sm ith, employed as an in ­ 
spector by the state board of p h ar­ 
macy, to see th a t tbe law regulating 
the sale of drugs are com plied with, 
was in Jackson tbe latter part ot last 
week. 
He is required to visit all 
drug stores to ascertain whether tbe 
rules regarding the sale of poisons 
are strictly observed. 
This was one 
ot tbe duties th a t brought him 
beie. 
In addition, 
be called at different 
grocery 
stores, and 
in all places 
where drugs were on tbe shelves for 
sale, ordered th a t they be removed, 
and their sale be discontinued, as tbe 
same was contrary to law. 
The law 
prohibits tbe sale of all drugs and 
proprietory medioines by 
groceries 
situated within two miles of a drug 
stoie. 
Of ooui&e this would apply to 
all general stores in this city. 
The 
law perm its the sale of m edicine by 
other than drug stores located beyoDd 
two miles of a drug store, but such 
business places aie required to pay a 
license of 812 per year. 
The tend ­ 
ency of the law is to drive all 
busi­ 
ness in the sale of drugs and m edi­ 
cines to tbe regular pharmacies. 
Tbe 
inspector visited other towns in this 
county in tbe same behalf. 
A viola­ 
tion of this law subjects tbe violator 
to heavy fines and penalties.

ly to have troubled the etym ologists.

aTnusket, from O. F r. “am orce,” pow­ 
der for the touehhole (Cotgrave), aud 
the other by “to bite” (Lat. “m ordere”); 
hence “to indulge in biting, stinging 
or gnaw ing thoughts of slaughter.” On 
the other side w ere those who said th at 
the word w as a m isprint for som ething 
else. 
“T hat the word as a m isprint 
should have been printed and read by 
millions for fifty years w ithout being 
challenged and altered exceeds the 
bounds of probability,” exclaim ed the 
apologists for morse. 
B ut when the 
m anuscriptw as exam ined there “nurse” 
w as the word, plainly w ritten.—S t 
Jam es’ Gazette.

The Ship’s Log. 
The ship’s log consists of a log chip 
and a log line. 
The log chip is a piece 
of board, shaped like the fourth p art 
of a circle, loaded w ith lead on the 
round side, so th a t it will stand up in 
the w ater. 
The log line is 150 to 200 
fathom s long. I t is wound upon a large 
reel, so held as to let it run out easily. 
The line is divided into equal parts by 
bits of string run through it, each 
m arked by the num ber of knots in it; 
hence these divisions are called knots. 
The log chip w hen throw n into the w a­ 
ter stands still and draw s ou t the log 
line as fa st as it unw inds, and the 
speed of the ship is show n by the num ­ 
ber of knots th a t run out hi h alf a m in­ 
ute. 
The usual length of a knot is 
47.3 feet. W hen it is know n how many 
of these run ou t in half a m inute, it is 
easy to calculate how m any would run 
out in an hour by m ultiplying by 120. 
The record of the heaving of the log, 
as well as all Im portant things happen­ 
ing on shipboard, Is m ade in a log 
book.—C incinnati Enquirer.

medicine left and straightw ay It Is 
proffered as a possible cure. 
“ ‘You m ight ju st as well have It,’ 
says the kindly neighbor. 
‘It will be 
pretty sure to help you and will save 
doctor's bills.’ 
“Of course it doesn’t do anything of 
the kind. 
Nine tim es out of ten the 
stuff taken w as prescribed for an en­ 
tirely different ailm ent and makes the 
patient worse than he w as In the begin­ 
ning, but until the altruistic spirit re­ 
sults in some serious accident the prac­ 
tice is likely to continue.”—New York 
Press.

streets w ere covered w ith bricks which 
had falleu. 
The ends of brick houses 
were throw n down. 
It w as first introduced w ith a noise 
like several coaches rattling over pave­ 
ments, or rath er like m any cart loads 
of paving stones throw n down. 
The 
first motion w as a strong pulsation, 
which threw my house upw ard. 
Im ­ 
m ediately a fter a trem or succeeded; 
then instantly a quick vibration w ith 
sudden jerks followed. 
The first view I had w as of the 
steeples of the churches, and I w as 
glad to see them standing, bu t the 
spindle and vane of Faneuil H all 
m arket w ere throw n down. 
M any persons ran into the streets, 
shrieking w ith apprehension of its be­ 
ing the last day or the judgm ent, and 
some thought they heard the last 
trum pet sounding and cried for mercy. 
The beast creatures lowed, the birds 
fluttered in surprise, and all the ani­ 
mal creation w as filled w ith terror. 
Every face looked ghastly, and m any 
knees sm ote together. Never w as such 
a scene of disaster in New England be­ 
fore.
